There  seems  only  small  appreciation  yet 
on  the  part  of  the  general  public  on  this 
comment  of  the  actual  plight  of  Europe, 
Asia  and  some  parts  of  Africa  Falk  of  a 
"world  wheat  shortage  was  once  a stock- 
market  phrase  and  little  more.  T oday  the 
same  words  mean  something  a great  deal 
more  ominous  and  deadly  to  the  human 
/amily  I he  degree  to  which  the  world  goes 
short  of  wheat  and  other  cereals  this  year  is 
also  the  measure  of  the  human  famine  that 
will  be  encountered  progressively  as  the  sea- 
sons follow. 

Understood  that  way  — that  literally 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  may  die 
if  the  world  cannot  bring  food  to  them  in 
time — the  seriousness  of  the  situation  can 
be  appreciated.  I he  United  Nations  Relief 
and  Rehabilitation  Administration  - the 
Unrra  of  the  news  texts — is  appealing  for 
all  the  help  it  can  get  to  swing  into  the 
balance  now.  It  needs  wheat  at  a faster  rate 
than  it  is  getting  it;  and  will  continue  to 
need  not  alone  wheat  but  also  many  other 
basic  essentials  of  life  for  a good  long  time 
to  come;  until,  in  fait,  war- wrecked  lands 
arc  once  more  producing  the  food  that  they 
require. 

I en.  and  perhaps  twenty,  years  may  go 
by  before  Europe  has  recovered  its  founda- 
tion livestock,  but  that  is  another  problem. 
Cereals  are  the  quick  and  easily  transportable 
foods.  They  can  be  pooled  and  shipped  to 
any  part  in  the  world,  if  organization — 
which  now  exists— is  given  something  upon 
which  to  exercise  its  powers.  If  Canada  were 
threatened  today  with  an  actual  shortage  of 
essential  food,  and  it  were  known  that  people 
would  starve  to  death  in  consequence,  that 
fact  would  absorb  every  Government  and 
every  individual  in  the  land.  I his  continent 
has  vet  to  learn  that  starvation  anywhere 
is  as  serious,  that  no  peace  can  come  upon 
earth  while  men.  women  and  children  have  : 
nothing  to  put  in  their  stomachs.  A hungry 
world  is  a dangerous  one

We  take  it  for  granted  that  everyone  in 
C anada  is  equally  interested  in,  and  anxious 
to  help  with,  the  rc-establishment  of  out 
fighting  men  What  follows,  then  is  not  a 
criticism  of  Government  in  any  unkindly 
sense,  but  support  for  a good  suggestion 
advanced  through  western  representatives  of 
the  Canadian  l egion.

Canada  made  the  provision  which 
seems  to  have  been  taken  as  the  precedent  for 
this  one  —in  respect  of  the  non  payment  of 
commissions  on  veterans'  land  deals  At  that 
time  the  Crown  itself  was  doing  the  busing, 
and  the  waiving  of  the  commission  was  both 
natural  and  right  Now.  however  a different 
a.  r of  faits  applv  T he  veterans  are  dispersed 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  ( an 
ada.  They  have  funds  with  which  to  buy 
farms  and  homes,  if  they  can  find  them  But 
because  these  transactions  are  held  to  be  apart 
from  other  land  sales,  and  free  the  vet- 
erans find  themselves  shut  off  from  advice 
and  help  in  an  overcrowded  realty  market 

This  is  understandable.  No  one  could  ex- 
pect a real  estate  office  to  lav  aside  all  of  its 
listings  and  turn  to  the  help  of  the  veterans 
without  remuneration.  They  give  much  free 
acrvicc  as  matters  stand,  but  they  cannot  sub 
aisi  by  so  doing  and  there  is  the  difference 
It  would  seem  that  a very  slight  change  in 
the  regulations  would  bring  the  veteran  and 
the  civilian  to  middle  ground  in  this  matter; 
preserving  the  veteran's  right  to  early  and 
sympathetic  attention,  and  insuring  him  of 
aome  help  where  he  u 

If  that  is  not  feasible  tor  some  obscure 
reason,  veterans  will  have  to  have  something 
more  done  for  them  than  is  done  now  They 
cannot  find  farms  and  homes  by  themselves 
as  matters  stand  in  time  to  be  of  any  use  in 
their  earlv  re-establishment  A modest  com- 
mission. limited  as  to  scope  might  be  the 
cure  for  this  impasae  Sometimes  wr  think 
that  Ottawa  forgets  why  it  docs  things  and 
has  forgotten  here. 

Initiation  Ended 

If  there  were  any  lingering  doubts  that 
the  traditional  isolationist  tendencies  of  the
